According to the 
Center for Disease Con¬ 
trol among the cancers 
that affect both men and 
women, colon cancer is 
the second leading cause 
of cancer deaths in the 
United States. Every year 
around 140,000 Ameri¬ 
cans are diagnosed with 
this type of cancer and 
over 50,000 people die 
from it. But this disease 
is highly preventable by 
getting screened if you 
begin at age 50. 

Between the ages 
of 50 to 75 get screened 


for colon cancer regularly. 
This test helps prevent 
this type of cancer by 
finding the precancerous 
polyps so they can be re¬ 
moved. Other things you 
can do to help prevent 
cancer is be physically 
active; maintain a healthy 
weight, don't drink too 
much alcohol and don't 
smoke. 

The risks of 

colorectal (colon or rectal) 
cancer increases with 
age. More than 9-% of 
colorectal cancers occur in 
people aged 50 and older. 


Precancerous polyps and 
colorectal cancer don't 
always cause symptoms, 
especially at first. That 
means you could have 
polyps or cancer and 
not know it. That is why 
beginning to have the 
screenings when you turn 
50 is so important.

Free program that provides boost, 
inspiration for Appalachian women 


will again have to with 
numerous snow days, lan¬ 
guage was added to Senate 
Bill 119 to assist. Districts 
hardest hit by this winter's 
storms will have until June 
5 to complete all 1,062 
instructional hours required 
by the state. Any remaining 
hours that cannot be made 
up in a make-up plan may 
be waived with the permis¬ 
sion of the commissioner of 
the Department of Educa¬ 
tion. The provision also clari¬ 
fies that instructional days 
cannot exceed seven hours, 
cannot include Saturdays, 
and that school districts can 
be open on primary elec¬ 
tion day if no school in the 
district is used as a polling 
place. 

Another significant 
bill for our area, Senate Bill 
168 that will assist with the 
critical project, Saving Our 
Appalachian Region (SOAR) 
is now at the governor's 
desk after unanimously 
passing both chambers. It is 
an economic development 
bill that creates a funding 
mechanism for investment 
and infrastructure improve¬ 
ment grants to revitalize 
opportunities in the Ap¬ 
palachian region. SOAR will 
award projects using coal 
severance funds, and en¬ 
courage economic vitality in 
the area where many thou¬ 
sands of jobs have been lost 
due to the war on coal. 
Health measures are also 
heading to the governor's 
desk. Senate Bill 10 is a 
life-saving measure that 
establishes lists of certified 
stroke centers, so that EMS 
workers can provide aid to 
stroke victims as soon as 


humanly possible. Timely 
medical intervention for 
stroke victims is vital to 
saving lives and preventing 
permanent damage. 

Another health- 
related act is Senate Bill 
61, which will require that 
health benefit plans cover 
complete colorectal cancer 
screening. Colorectal can¬ 
cer is the leading cancer in 
Kentucky, and one that can 
be successfully treated if 
detected early. Also, Senate 
Bill 75 won final passage. 

It mandates screening of 
Krabbe disease in newborns 
- another disease that, if 
caught early, can be treated 
successfully. 

Senate Bill 102 will 
consider child abuse that 
results in death a homicide, 
and allow appropriate 
justice to be dealt out to the 
perpetrators. Current law 
makes it difficult to convict 
these criminals with homi¬ 
cide and violent offender 
felonies, resulting in short 
sentences and early pa¬ 
roles. Related to combating 
child abuse, Senate Bill 119 
ensures that school person¬ 
nel receive proper training 
to recognize abuse and 
neglect as well as how to 
report these signs so proper 
authorities can intervene on 
behalf of children. 

These are only a 
sample of the Senate bills 
now awaiting Governor Bes- 
hear's signature to become 
law. In all, 34 Senate bills 
and concurrent resolutions 
were sent as of midnight, 
March 11. Still, there will 
be more legislation receiv¬ 
ing final passage on the 
final two days that follow 


the veto period. Several 
issues are being worked on 
through Senate - House 
conference committees. If 
agreements are reached, the 
bills would be voted on by 
adjournment of the General 
Assembly on March 24th. 

We plan to meet during the 
veto period and hash out 
the details of these remain¬ 
ing major issues. 

The first is a major 
priority of this session - 
legislation to address the 
heroin problem in Kentucky. 
Though both chambers 
have some differing ideas 
on how to move forward, 
through many late night 
discussions and meetings of 
the Senate and House con¬ 
ference committee, there 
are positive indications that 
a balanced and negotiated 
solution will be reached in 
time to be acted upon this 
session. 

Another major is¬ 
sue that will continue to be 
worked on through House 
and Senate Conference 
Committee is to consider 
what, if anything, to do 
about road fund revenues 
that are decreasing under 
the current system. Falling 
gas prices are being enjoyed 
by Kentuckians, but that 
is also resulting in large 
decreases in road funds 
because our taxes are based 
on the wholesale price of 
gas. 

Funding and long 
term stability of the Ken¬ 
tucky Teachers Retirement 
System is another issue that 
will be worked on through a 
conference committee.

There were two items on 
the agenda: Payment to 
Joey Summer and Pay¬ 


ment to Brittany Bailey. 

The first order of 
business was the payment 
for 333 hours to Joey 
Summers. Judge Turner 
stated that he was to be 
paid $20 an hour which 
came out to be a total of 
$6,660. 

The second order 
of business was the pay¬ 
ment of vacation days to 


Brittany Bailey for 18 
vacation days @ $8 per 
hour at a total of $ 1152 
minus the necessary state 
and local deductions.

NEW PROPOSALS BY KY FISH & WILDLIFE 


FRANKFORT, 

Ky. - The Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife Commis¬ 
sion proposed new fishing 
regulations and bear hunt¬ 
ing season changes at its 
quarterly meeting March 
9. 

The commission 
recommends all hunting, 
fishing and boating regula¬ 
tions for approval by the 
General Assembly and 
approves all expenditures 
by the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. All recommen¬ 
dations must be approved 
by legislators before they 
become law. 

In fisheries-related 
business, the commission 
recommended several new 
fishing regulations. The 
following fishing regula¬ 
tions are scheduled to go 
into effect this fall: 

The round goby, an 
invasive, non-native bait- 
fish, may not be possessed 
or released in the state of 
Kentucky. 

The shad possession 
restriction on Cedar Creek 
Lake in Lincoln County 
will be removed. 

These fishing regu¬ 
lations will go into effect 
on March 1, 2016: 

Install a 36-inch 
minimum size limit on 
muskellunge on Dewey 
Lake in Floyd County. 

In order to protect 
the native strain walleye 
that the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
is restoring to sections of 
its former range, there will 
be a two fish daily creel 
limit with an 18- to 26- 
inch protective slot limit 
for walleye in the follow¬ 
ing waters: the Rockcastle 


River and tributaries; the 
upper Barren River and 
tributaries; the Barren 
River below Barren River 
Lake downstream to Lock 
and Dam 1 and tributaries; 
the upper Levisa Fork and 
tributaries; the Cumber¬ 
land River above Cumber¬ 
land Falls and tributaries; 
the Kentucky River up¬ 
stream of Lock and Dam 
14 along with the Middle 
and South Fork, as well as 
the North Fork below Carr 
Creek Lake and all tribu¬ 
taries. This regulation also 
applies to Wood Creek, 
Barren River, Fishtrap 
and Martin’s Fork lakes. 
All walleye caught from 
these waters from 18 to 26 
inches in length must be 
immediately released. 

In wildlife-related 
business, commission 
members recommended 
changes for bear hunting 
for the 2015-2016 bear 
seasons. They proposed 
creating a two day youth 
hunt season for bears 
beginning the Saturday 
following Christmas 
with a quota of five bears 
of either sex. They also 
recommended increasing 
the modern gun bear hunt 
quota from 10 to 15 bears, 
of which no more than five 
may be females. 

They also recom¬ 
mended moving the bear 
archery/crossbow season 
from November to the 
fourth Saturday in Octo¬ 
ber for seven consecutive 
days, which is Oct. 24-30 
this year. This coincides 
with the opening segment 
of the fall turkey shotgun 
season. 

The Commission 
proposed implementing a 


split season for the bear 
quota hunts with dogs 
beginning this fall. The 
first segment will open the 
Saturday after Thanksgiv¬ 
ing, running for two days 
which this year is Nov. 28- 
29. The second segment 
opens the third Saturday 
in December for two days 
which this year is Dec. 19- 
20. The Commission also 
proposed refinements of 
the bear quota hunt with 
dogs to eliminate barriers 
for hunt participation. 

They also recom¬ 
mended expanding the 
Central Bear Chase Area 
in Bell, Harlan and Letch¬ 
er counties by 41,482 
acres and expanding the 
Eastern Bear Chase Area 
in Pike County by 31,145 
acres. 

In other wildlife- 
related business, the Com¬ 
mission proposed chang¬ 
ing the upland bird quota 
hunts on the main unit of 
Clay Wildlife Manage¬ 
ment Area in Nicholas 
County from the second 
Tuesday in December to 
the fourth Tuesday in De¬ 
cember and from the sec¬ 
ond Saturday in December 
to the third Saturday in 
November. The area will 
be closed to all other small 
game hunting during the 
upland bird quota hunts. 
The next Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife Commission 
meeting will be held at 
8:30 a.m. (Eastern time), 
Friday, June 5. Meetings 
are held at Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife headquarters, 
located at 1 Sportsman’s 
Lane off U.S. 60 in Frank¬ 
fort. 



HEZEKIAH’S LETTER 
TO AMERICA 

King Hezekiah 
is considered one of the 
good kings. He started 
his reign at the age of 
twenty-five, reigned for 
twenty-nine years until 
his death at age sixty-four. 
The Bible says, “He did 
that which was right in 
the sight of the LORD” (2 
Chronicles 29:1-2). 

Hezekiah’s father, King 
Ahaz, however, was one 
of the evil kings. In fact, 
the Scripture says of him, 
“He did not that which 
was right in the sight of 
the LORD” (2 Chronicles 
28:1). Evil and wicked¬ 
ness was the order of the 
day when Hezekiah took 
the throne. 

The 

Temple in Jerusalem was 
abandoned and in disre¬ 
pair. Within Hezekiah’s 
first year, he gave the 
order to repair the Temple, 
and he took the necessary 
steps to restore the priest¬ 
hood. Once the Temple 
and priest were ready 
Hezekiah set out to have 
the nation celebrate the 
Passover, “for they had 
not done it of a long time 
in such sort as it was writ¬ 
ten” (2 Chronicles 30:5). 

Hezekiah sends letters 
to everyone in Israel and 
Judah calling for their re¬ 
pentance. From 2 Chroni¬ 
cles 30:6-9 the letter reads 
in its entirety, “Ye children 
of Israel, turn again unto 
the LORD God of Abra¬ 
ham, Isaac, and Israel, 
and he will return to the 
remnant of you, that are 
escaped out of the hand of 
the kings of Assyria. 

And be not ye like 
your fathers, and like your 
brethren, which tres¬ 
passed against the LORD 
God of their fathers, who 
therefore gave them up to 
desolation, as ye see. 

Now be ye not stiff¬ 
necked, as your fathers 
were, but yield yourselves 
unto the LORD, and enter 
into his sanctuary, which 
he hath sanctified for ever: 
and serve the LORD your 
God, that the fierceness of 
his wrath may turn away 
from you. 

For if ye turn again unto 
he LORD, your brethren 
and your children shall 
find compassion before 
them that led them cap¬ 
tive, so that they shall 
come again into this land: 
for the LORD your God is 
gracious and merciful, and 
will not turn away his face 
from you, if ye return unto 
him.” 

Could you imagine what 
would happen if a con¬ 
gressman, senator, gover¬ 
nor, The President or any 
other government official 
sent a letter to every one 
of his constituents inform¬ 
ing them of the need to 
repent and to turn back to 
God? King He¬ 

zekiah died about 2700 
years ago. If he were alive 
today and was President 
of the United States would 
he write a letter? Using 
some of his wording and 
attempting to stick to his 
writing style I’ve written 
what I think Hezekiah 
may write to us as Ameri¬ 


cans today. 

“Ye people of America turn 
again to the LORD God of 
Washington, Adams and 
Hancock, and He will return 
to you and make your way 
prosperous again. 

Be not like 

your previous generations 
which trespassed against the 
LORD God by telling the 
children they could no lon¬ 
ger pray and removing His 
Word from your schools and 
courts. Now 

be ye not arrogant as your 
fathers were by condoning 
sex outside of wedlock and 
eliminating the sanctity of 
marriage, but yield your¬ 
selves unto the LORD, and 
enter into his sanctuary, 
which he hath sanctified for 
ever: and serve the LORD 
your God, that the fierceness 
of his wrath may turn away 
from you. 

For if ye turn 

again unto the LORD, your 
brethren and children shall 
repair your broken families, 
strengthen your churches, 
remove the corruption 
from your government and 
stand strong, defeating your 
enemies. For the LORD 
your God is gracious and 
merciful, and will not turn 
away his face from you, if 
ye return unto him.” 


Would President 
Hezekiah write such a 
letter? 

Would any elected offi¬ 
cial, or someone running 
for office, at any level; 
ever say such a thing as 
this? Would any leader 
that is not a member of 
the clergy say anything 
close to this in America 
today? If the answer is 
“no” to the last para¬ 
graph; could America 
be too far gone recover? 
All great movements, 
religious or not, have a 
leader. A nation in crisis, 
an army on a battlefield, 
a new business ven¬ 
ture or a family going 
through hard times will 
always rise to the top 
when a leader emerges. 
Those organizations 
without a leader crumble 
in the dust. 

Will a leader 
arise in America that will 
take a stand for God? 
Will America see the 
likes of Washington, Ad¬ 
ams and Hancock again? 
Will God send America a 
Hezekiah?
